Tbe radiation* which make radium 


both useful in treating disease and 
dangerous when handled without pro- 
tection, are caused by the explosion 
of atom* in the radium. Slowly ra- 
dlnm Is dlMipatlnc; Iteelf away by 
these explosions, though It takes from 
1,990 to 2,500 year* for half of a piece 
of radium to dissipate itself. 


"The exploding atom* send out three 


different kind* of radiations or rays- 
alpha panicle*, positively charged, 
trawling up to 12,000 miles per «ec-i 
ond; beta rays, negatively charged 
electrons traveling with almost the 
*P««1 of light; and gamma rays, elec- 
tro-magnetic wires which also trarel 
nearly as fa*t as light 


'In treating disease*, an emanation 


or by-product of radium usually Is osed 
instead of the raflltim Jt»elf. because It 
Is far more radioactlre than radium.

moles which might be irritated by 
»uch object* a* raiors. corsets, braces, 
trusses, or from scratching. 
They 


also point out that the color of a mole 
does not Indicate or chow tbat a 
•ole will become malignant (cancer) 
since flesh colored moles may be- 
come malignant though not often. 


Though 
destruction. 
including 


healthy tissue surrounding tbe mole 
and beneath It, by mean* of the elec- 
tro-cautery, electro-dessicatlon (dry- 
ing or parching the skin) or removal 
by the knife, afford* the safest means 
of 
removing moles or plgmented 


growths. The grouth should be en- 
tirely destroyed at one operation. 


These physicians condemn some of 


the "home" methods of destroying 
moles, which may mean a number of 
treatments, aa unsafe, as this may Ir-S 
ritate the growth and actually set! 
up malignant trouble.

The point then Is that some moles 


do become malignant (turn into can- 
cer) and that where there Is likely 
to be irritation, as mentioned above. 
H would be wise to have them re- 
moved completely in the manner out- 
lined, rather than by home methods 


However in the great majority of!

trouble and should be dismissed from' 
the mind entirely.

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Alleged Violation of 
State Milk Control 
Law Before Schirick

Two matters involving alleged vio- 


lations of the state.milk control law 
were heard before Justice Harry E. 
Schlrlek Wednesday at an adjourned 
special term held at the court house 
here. Justice Bchlrlck held a regu- 
lar special term at Albany last week 
but was unable to hear all matters 
there and adjourned several of the 
matters to Kingston. 


One of the actions was a contempt 


charge brought by the state under 
milk control law and alleging that 
there was a refusal to respond to an 
order of Justice Staley by the Buf 
falo Creamery Company. 
An order 


of Justice Staley directing that the 
company complained of go out o 
business, It was alleged had not com- 
plied with. The. order of the Justice 
was an injunction order restraining 
the company from doing further busi- 
ness. 
The state charged that the 


company1 had failed to comply with 
the order and get out of business in 
the prescribe dtime while the attor- 
ney for the company stated that the 
company was attempting to go'out 
of business and was endeavoring to 
sell its trucks and other assets but 
that additional time would be re- 
quired. He stated that it had been 
impossible to dispose of the assets in 
the time provided by the order but 
assured Mr. Mariley who appeared 
for the state that the trucks would 
be disposed 
of and the company 


would cease business and not trans- 
fer its business to some party not 
mentioned In the restraining order. 


After listening to both arguments 


Justice Schirick adjourned the mar- 
ter until his regular, special term OB 
September 6 and stated that he 
would expect the order of Justice 
Staley to then be complied with or 
he would act on the present con- 
tempt request. 


In the matter of the milk control 


commission against Triangle Farms 
Inc., the Coventry Dairymen's Co-Op^ 
erative Association asked leave to be 
brought into the matter In order that 
they might be served with all papers 
in the matter. 
Attorney for the co- 


operative association which IB located 
at Greene, Chenango county, stated 
that the producers there were vitally 
interested In the action since It In- 
volved the disposition of the milk 
produced by over 100 farmers. 
It 


was stated that the producers in that 
locality had been selling milk to the 
Crowley concern prior to the milk 
strike of 1933, but they had ceased 
to deliver milk for a few weeks at 
that time and as a result had lost 
their market. Later a. contract was 
entered into whereby the farmers 
were to sell their milk on a half fluid 
and half cream basis. Tbe state'con- 
tends that now this milk is being 
delivered in New York city and all 
used for fluid deliveries to stores. 
While the milk is being sent by the 
co-operative association to Triangle 
Farms for use as fluid milk, the 
state claims the producers are not 
being paid fluid prices. 
Mr. Manley 


stated that Triangle Farms was pay- 
ing a brokerage commission of 58 
cents per hundred to one Edelman. 
while the usual commission to a milk 
broker was only 2 cents per hundred. 
He claims that this brings to the 
producer a net price far less than the 
price set by tbe milk control law. He 
stated that while the 
farmers' in 


Greene were now getting about the 
Dairymen's League price, the price 
was not comparable since all of the 
Coverton co-operative milk was be- 
ing used 
as fluid milk and the 


League price was based on a part 
".lid and part 
cream 
basis. 
He 


charged that the farmers should be 
getting more a'nd that through this 
arrangement the company had paid 
to the producers some f?2,000 less 
than they should. 
He also stated 


that no payment had been made for 
May and part of June milk because 
the company had been In some finan- 
cial difficulty. 
This difficulty he al- 


leged had been partly straightened 
out and said the company had ar- 
ranged for a 25 cents on the dollar 
payment to Its creditors and that the 
arrangement bad been 10 per cent 
cash and 15 per cent by notes. Mr. 
Manley said that the Greene farm- 
ers bad been required to take more 
than the 15 per cent in-notes. The 
matter of securing the farmers of 
Chenango county 
for payment 
of 


money due way also gone Into. Mr. 
Manley. who appeared for the state, 
said he did not desire to throw the 
farmers of Chenanso county out of 
a market but he wanted to see them 
paid what their product was worth 
and also see that they were secured 
as to payments. 
He said he did not 


believe that $5.000 security was suf- 
ficient and asked that the company 
put up more eecurlty to guarantee

Rome.-Tb« excavations being COB- 


«n««J at Ottla. tbe ancient'port of 
Rome, are beglnninc to rival, at least 
in popular faaey. those at Hercnla- 
wom and PompelL While the two 
Graeco-Romaa dtlea of the Neapolitan 
Campania were almost entirely -dedi- 
cated to leisure and elegant life. Ostla 
thrived with commerleal life and Its 
P*opl* were principally manufacturers. 
iMrebants, null capitalists, clerks and 
sailors. 


•It was a population always on the 


move and alert." aays the Agenzln 
d Italia of Rome, "and having deal- 
ings with merchants and brokers and 
travelers coming from every part of 
the ancient world. This explains Os-'j 
tias appearance, very different from 
Pompeii, with its large number of 'In- 
•nlae,' which In ancient Horn* were th* 
type of houses used by the lower and 
middle classes. 


Ancient Tombs Unearthed. 


"The discovery made a few days ago 


ra the excavations along the southern 
side of Ostla, near the new 'motor 
road' going to.the Roman Lido, will 
"tract especlsfjr the attention of ar- 
cheologlsts. It consists of a mass of 
tombs, some of which seem to go as 
far back as the epoch of Augustus and 
•ppear to be very singular In their 
type and structure. These excavations 
were made on an. area .of about 100 
meters on one side and 150 on the 
other. 


"A road, Roman paved, shows the 


beginning'of the newly explored area, 
passing along two rows of buildings 
recently excavated. A Kttle further on 
are. some stairs at- Uie end of which 
is a square showing on the left side 
the molding of a stone monument on 
a quadrangular basis, almost flve me- 
ters high. It is one of the most char 
acterlstlc Roman tombs of the Imperil 
epoch, of a style reserved for wealthy 
families. 


"In the central part of the *rea ex- 


cavated, both on the right and on the 
left, are cubicles, nearly all built with 
curved vaults, with niches of various 
sizes cut Into the walls. 


Many Fine Pictures. 


"On the walls are remarkable paint- 


Ings and stuccos. One picture is three 
meters wide and two meters high and 
represents .a. lion.devouring, the head 
of an ox. 


"Painted under the central screen is 


another .representing M. crocodile, a 
boat with, two pigmies rowing, also 
two ducks, one with a pigmy riding 
upon. Its . b a c k . . . . . . . 


"Another picture, "in a 'niche," rep- 


resents a woman sitting in front of 
a small table and a human, figure with 
wings. On the right are a peacock 
and some other birds and on the 
small vault a bird looking very much 
like a crane.

Mke those of tbe Empress Una's -nlo 
fenm' at Saxa Rnbra. In a cubicle,, en 
closed In an urn, are many animal 
bones, most probably sheep bones, be- 
longing presumably to animals sacrllted 
according to pagan rites.
